The German Armies in Northern France 
are in full retreat on a front of over tifty 
miles, and the whole British line trom 
Arras to the south, tog@ther with a section 
of the French line beyond it, going 
forward in pursuit, The withdrawal of 
the enemy rear-guards covering this great 
movement began on Friday It was 
hastened on Saturday, and yesterday, by 
the time when Sir Douglas Haig despatched 
his report, the British advance, on a total 
front of approximately forty-five miles, had 
n | extended in some places to a depth of ten 
miles. On the right of the area so 4ar 
involved in their retirement the Germans 
are beginning to flatien out the salient in 
their line south of Arras.

They ignore, however, this fundamental 
fact—that retreat is always a confession 
of weakness. It may be a case of reculer 
pour mieux sauter; there is always im- 
plicit in a retreat which is not, a rout the 
hope that circumstances will arise which 
will permit a commander to forward 
again. But no general, whatever his 
hopes for the future, retires from a posi- 
tion unless he cannot stand tu fight upon 
it.

Events crowd so fast upon one another 
in these days that it is difficult. to keep 
them in true perspective. When I opened 
my Sunday papers this morning and read 
of the capture of Bapaume and a bunch of 
villages north and south of the Somme 
abandoned by the Germans, I asked myself 
instinctively: “Is this the beginning of 
the end ?”’ 

It would be premature to answer that 
question in the affirmative, for, so far, the 
Germans seem to have carried out their 
retreat systematically, withdrawing their 
heavy guns in gocd time and destroying 
everything of value that they left behind. 
They are evidently determined to do as 
much damage as they can to French pro- 
perty before they depart, with the double 
object of embarrassing the Allies at the 
present moment and of delaying the com- 
petition of industrial France with indus- 
trial Germany after the war. 

The retreat is. represented in pessimistic 
quarters as a purely strategical move on 
Hindenburg's part, designed to shorten his 
own line and fall back to another well- 
prepared position behind, while, at the 
same time, dislocating the Allies’ plan of 
attack and compelling them to operate in 
shell-torn ground where good gun positions 
will be difficult to secure. It is difficult to 
believe, however, that the German Staff 
would have abandoned such a strong line 
as the Bapaume ridge unless they had felt 
uncomfortably certain that they could. not 
much longer hold it. 

Having gone back so far in one sector, it 
is not surprising to find that they have 
had to yield ground in other sectors. To- 
day we have the welcome news that our 
troops have at last entered Péronne, which 
has hitherto resisted the attempts to capture 
it that were made last summer. Farther

Crowds gathered 
in the streets, and, although there was no 
the Government ordered the 
gendarmes and police to fire upon them, 
some three hundred persons being killed 
and wounded. On Monday the famous 
Preobrajensky Regiment were ordered to 
fire on the mob, but refused, and were 
joined in their mutiny by practically the 
whole of the Petrograd garrison. 

The police still continued to fire upon 
the people, using machine guns with which 
they had been specially supplied, but were 
gradually mastered. Very few of them 
were killed, however; and there was ex- 
traordinarily little incendiarism or looting. 
The Tsar's palaces were not injured, and 
no violence was shown to any member of 
the. Imperial Family. 

As regards the succession, it is true that 
in the manifesto which the ex-Tsar signed 
at Pskov on Thursday he leit the Throne 
to his brother, the Grand Duke Michael, 
but the latter up to the present has not seen 
his way to accept the succession. So far as 
a Grand Duke can be, he is a man of the. 
people, and is married to a lady who is not 
even of nobie blood. Whether the Duma 
will offer him the Throne as a constitu- 
tional monarch, or will establish a Re- 
public, is a matter which will: probably 
be decided in a few days. 

In either case the solidarity of the 
Eutente Powers will be greatly strength- 
ened by the revolution. There is no doubt 
that, in this country, enthusiasm for the 
wir has been to some extent damped by 
the dislike and distrust felt by the indus- 
trial demecrats for an alliance with an 
autocracy ; and, but íor the perfidy with 
which Germany began the war, and the 
brutality with which she has carried it on, 
it would have been diflicult for the Labour 
leaders to induce their followers to consent 
to the succession of sacrifices rendered 
necessary. Now that source of difficulty 
will be entirely removed, and the war has 
become a struggle of constitutional de- 
mocracy against militarist despotism, — 

lí Mr. Asquith had foreseen what the 
next few days were to bring forth, I doubt 
if he would have pressed for a day to dis- 
cuss the report of the Dardanelles Com- 
mission. In the present circumstances a 
debate on the subject seems more than ever 
superfluous, and I should not be surprised 
if he were either to abandon his purpose 
altogether, or else to make his statement 
next Tuesday of the briefest and least pro- 
vocative character.

heing waged was not possible, If Ireland 
*imost alone amongst civilised people did not 
take her full place in this struggle, her posi- 
tion in history would be one of melancholy 
singularity, and small would be her chances of 
appealing to the sympathy of a world that had 
suffered in the Great Crusade.

CREW BURNT TO DEATH. 


Saturday's French communiqué contained the 

following :— 

This morning, towards 5.30, the Zeppelin, 
“3 L 39,'” which had just flown over the Paris 

region, was hit at an altitude of 3,500 

metres by the fire of the French anti-air- 

craft guns above Compiégne. 

“ L 39° fell in flames in the gardens of the 

town. 

Neither the fall of the machine nor the explo- 
sion of the bombs caused any damage. 

The entire crew perished. 

(Compiégne is situated on the River Oise, 
about torty-five miles to the north-east of Paris. 
lu is twenty-two miles west of Soissons, just be- 
hind the French front. } 


The Press Association's special correspondent 
at French Headquarters telegraphed on Satur- 

ay :— 

1 have just returned from a visit to the place 
where the Zeppelin was brought down at Com- 
piegne this morning. All that is left of her is 
an indescribable tangle of torn and. twisted 
blackened strips of aiuminium’ and steel wire, 
which lies sprawling across a large kitchen garden 
on the outskirts of the town. During the night a 
Zeppelin alarm signal was sounded at a number 
of places between the front and Paris. The 
course taken by the raider has not yet been 
clearly ascertained, but she had evidently been 
winged by a French aviator or anti-aircraft 
guns, because she was staggering homewards, 
with a French aeroplane in pursuit, when she 
appeared over Compiégne this morning 

A French officer who witnessed the destruction 
of the airship told me that it was just six 
o'clock this morning when she was observed. 
She was evidently damaged, because as, far as 
he could see she was not moving at ail, although 
anti-aircraft guns were subjecting her to a 
terrific fire. It was already daylight, and the 
pursumg aeroplane was rapidly coming up. 
Suddenly an incendiary shell fired from one of 
the French batteries struck the airship high up 
astern. It was a magnificent shot. Instanily a 
ripple of flame was seen to shoot along the 
whole length of the airship, which was then at 
an altftude of between 3,000 and 3,600 yards. 

The gas caught fire, and in a few seconds the 
airship was a monster flaming torch, blazing 
from end to end. She hung suspended in the 
air for many seconds, and then nose diyed ta 
the ground below, where she broke her back 
across the wall dividing the gardens. The 
Zeppelin’s cargo of petrol and incendiary bombs 
blew up before she reached the ground, and no 
damage was done, except to the garden wall. 
The crew were all burnt to death. A few of 
the bodies were seen to drop from the falling 
airship. The rest were found in a charred con- 
dition in the wreckage. It is believed that the 
vessel's crew numbered twelve. The skull of 
one of the crew, from which all the flesh had 
been burnt, was still to be seen in the’ scrap 
heap, which is all thaú now remains of the air- 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 
Another correspondent at Compiéegne says :— 
M. Butin, the Depuiy, gave an interesting 
account of the destruction of the airship. li 
was about 5.30 when the airship was perceived 
in a cloudy sky over the to#n. It came from 
Beauvais, where it was signalled an hour before,

Most 
of them were buried beneath the wreckage, 
which continued to burn until mid-day. - 
blackish mass which is projecting from the 
débris must be the body of the pilot.

HOW BAPAUME FELL. 

The Press Association’s special correspondent 
at British Headquarters, France, telegraphed on 
Sunday :— 

It is stated that the British have occupied 
Chaulnes. Cavalry is in pursuit of the enemy 
north of Bapaume. ; 

The Press Association’s special correspondent 
at War Correspondents’ Headquarters iele- 
graphs, March 18 :— , 

The British progress, which was resumed at 
dawn yesterday morning, has resulted in a very 
wide extension of the German retreat. The 
northern and southern pivots of the forward 
move have crept steadily along the front and 
width of our advance, and now represents nearly 
one-third of our whole line. The list of names 
of places we are occupying grows almost from 
hour. to hour, and, as a distinguished Staff 
officer remarked to me as we traced the line of 
our progress down to early this morning upoP 
a map; ' the thing has suddenly become too 
big and too active to keep pace with. 

it would be absurd to suggest that the Ger- 
mans are on the run, but short of this they are 
now going back at a rate probably unpre- 
cedented since the days following upon *the 
battle of the Marne. ‘l'here can be no, doubt 
that the mobility of our advance has caused 
them. greatly to accelerate their retreat, and 
that they are quitting positicns upon which they 
might quite well have fought delaying actions 
rather than let our columns maintain close con- 
tact with their covermg line. The dry weather 
and the greatly improved condition of our com- 
munications, together with the comparatively 
good surface of the new ground over which we 
are now moving, 1s greatly favourjng our pur- 
suing tactics. The activity in the rear af our 
advance is such as I never witnessed évén in the 
very height of the Somme offensive. The spirit 
of tha troops is buoyant. To them it is enough 
to know that the enemy is retreating, and they 
read into his alleged strategic reasons nothing 
more than the fruits of their own supremacy. 
I have heard of several cases in which units In 
rest have implored to be hurried back into the 
line to take a hand in this new game of open 
warfare. One battalion I understood sturdily 
refused to be relieved on the eve of the entry 
into Bapaume, and went into the town at seven 
o'clock the following morning with a cheer that 
was audible half a league away. es 

The pretty little place, set snug within iis 
bastions, proves to be considerably less damaged 
than the Germans doubtless intended. Its state 
is likened to that of the town of Albert, of 
which so many photographs have been repro- 
duced in the home papers, and that comparison 
will probably convey a fairly good idea of what 
Bapaume looks like.

The Tsar has issued a manifesto to the 
Russian people, abdicating in favour of 
his brother, the Grand Duke Michael 
Alexandrovitch, and declaring that the 
whole future of the Fatherland demands 
that the war should be conducted, at all 
costs, to a victorious end. 
Grand Duke Michael has issued a state- 
ment, in the course of whiclr he says that 
he is firmly resolved to accept the 
supreme. power only if it should be the 
will of the people, who must, through 
the Constituent Assembly, establish 
the form of government and the new 
jundamentai iaws oí the Russian State. 
He, therefore, requests all citizens to 
obey the Provisional Government set up 
on the initiative of the Duma, 

The Tsar having appointed the Grand Duke 
Nicholas to supreme command of all the 
Russian forces in the field, the Grand 
Duke has issued an appeal to all soldiers 
-to support the Constituent Assembly, and 
to fight for their country against the 
enemy. i 
Milinko#i, in a Note issued to Russian 
representatives abroad, says that the new 
Government will be faithful to the 
pledges of the old régime, and will strive 
to bind still closer the ties which unite 
Russia to her Allies.

NESTLE OCCUPIED. 


Last night’s French communrqué :'— 

Between the Avre and the Aisne, on a front 
of over 60 kilometres, the advance of our troops 
continued during the day. 

To the north of the Ancre our cavalry this 
morning entered Nestle. We immediately threw 
out our patrols tawards the Somme, and fought 
several engagements with enemy rearguards, 
which made only a feeble resistance, 
Inhabitants of Nestle acclaimed our troops. 

To the north-east of Lassigny. we have, up. 
to the present, made an advance of over 
kilometres in depth in the direetion of Ham, 

Further to the south our cavalry and eight 
detachments following the valley of the- Oise 
occupied Noyon this morning shortly before 10 
o'clock. : 

Between the Oise and Soissons the whole of 
the first German line, as well as the villages of 
Carlepont, Morsain, Nouvron, Vingre, fell into 
our hands, We gained a footing on the 
plateau to the north of Soissons, and occupied 
Crony. : 

In the region of Rheims we easily repulsed a 
coup de main near La Pompelle. — bn: 

In Champagne there was fairly lively artillery 
activity in the section of the Butte du Mesmil 
and Massignes. 

On the left bank of the Meuse the enemy 
violently bombarded our positions between Avo- 
court Wood and Mort Homme. Our artillery 
vigorously replicd to the enemy’s fire. . 

On the right bank a German attack directed 
against our trenches in the region of Cham- 
brettes was stopped short by our barrage fire.

GERMANS POISON WELLS IN 
FRANCE. 

In a description of the German retreat, Mr. 
Philip Gibbs, correspondent of the Duily Tele- 
graph at British Headquarters in France, says— 
The enemy, as he goes, is laying fire and waste 
to the countryside. North-east of Bapaume, 
into which 1 went yestertlay with our troops, 
and east of Perenne, scores of villages are burn- 
ing. One of them, larger than a village, the 
town of Athies, is a flaming torch, visible for 
miles around. Others are smouldering ruins, 
from which volumes of smoke are rolling up 
into the clear blue sky. Of all this great tract 
of France, which the enemy has been forced 
to abandon to avoid the menace of combmed 
attack, there is no beauty left, and no home- 
steads, nor farms, but only black ruins and 
devastation everywhere. The enemy is adopting 
the full cruelty of war’s malignancy. He has 
poisoned the wells in his wake, so that if our 
soldiers” horses should drink there they will die. 
This was first discovered at Barleux, where 
the water was tested yesterday after the Ger- 
man retreat. It was found to be full bf arsenic. 
Other wells have been found to be treated m 
the same way. Over the water-ways he has 
burnt his bridges. Cross-roads have been mined, 
opening up enormous craters like those I saw 
yesterday outside Bapaume. High explosive 
traps have been placed in e way of our 
patrols, to scatter them in fragments if they 
lack any caution. 
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THE GERMAN RETREAT. 

We have always held to the belief, says the 
Morning Post, that the decision will be made 
on the Western line, and recent events do but 
confirm it. A little reflection upon the main 
facts and conditions of the situation should serve 
to dispel the apprehension Jest the Germans in 
retreating are about to trap the Allies’ Armies 
in some mysterious snare. It should, however, 
be enough to remember that in Sir William 
Robertson and Sir Douglas Haig we have two 
very great soldiers. They have the entire con- 
fidence of the Army. The rest of the nation
